Drink Boiled Water at Chicago. 

The London Lancet advises visitors 
to Chicago to drink nothing but water 
that has been boiled and filtered, and 
gives the report of an expert to justify 
its judgment. Boiling the water will 
obviously be sufficient to make it harm- 
less. The filtering is only necessary to 
deprive it of sedimentary deposits. 

The visitor to Chicage who desires to 
avoid typhoid fevers and similar dis- 
eases that come from the use of impure 
drinking water has only to follow one 
simple rule, and that 1s to drink no wa- 
ter that has not been boiled. This 
gives him the use also of tea, coffee, 
chocolate and other beverages made 
largely from boiled water.—N. Y. Mail 
and Express. 


Newspaper Errors. 


Well-meaning but sometimes mis- 
guided people who find time to look for 
errors in the newspapers and then 
write to the editor, making a great ado 
over their find, may get an idea or two 
from the Buffalo Commercial, which 


says: It is the easiest thing in the world.

little slip, typographically or grammati-. 


cally, would be to publish letters sent 
in to the press in the precise shape in 
which they are sent—making no cor- 
rections in the spelling or construction. 
Were this done we fancy there would 
be less said about the slip*shod style of 
the newspaper man. 


Young Women’s Christian Association 
at Lawrence. 


Possibly the existence of a Young 
Women’s Christian Association, in the 
city of Lawrence, may not have been 
brought to the notice of the good peo- 
ple of Andover. 

This Association was organized last 
June, and rooms secured in a central 
location, in the Bay State Bank build- 
ing over H, M. Whitney’s Drugstore. 
Through the winter the rooms have 
heen ooen every evening and Saturday 
afternoon, with an especial service at 
3 PM. on Sunday afternoons. Hun- 
dreds of young women have visited 
these rooms which are made very at- 
tractive and homelike. A fine-toned 


piano, plenty of books by standard au- 
thors, and all the best magazines and 
papers of the day are placed here for 
the use of the young women. The ex- 
penses of the Association have been 
met, so far. by voluntary contributions 
and by membership fees. It is intended 
to make these rooms a place of com- 
fort and to give a homelike feeling to 
those young girls whose limited quar- 
ters in boarding houses, give them no 
opportunity to gather about themselves 
homelike surroundings which every 
young gir! needs. 

Mrs. W. H. Moore of Lawrence is the 
president. She is ably assisted by a 
board of directors, chosen from the 
ladies of the different city churches. 
Miss Ella Morrison is the local secre- 
tary. Miss Morrison can be found at 
the reoms every evening, and on Sat- 
urday afternoon a member of the board 
of directors is always present. These 
ladies will gladly receive any one who 
desires to visil the rooms, or inquire 
more particularly into the work. The 
Association desire to enlist the sympa- 
thy and aid of the Christian women of 
Andover.

Seven Complete Books. 


The birthday Boston Journal, Mon- 
day, contained 350 columns of reading 
matter. The Journal columns are 
21 1-2 inches in length, so that if these. 
were cut out and pasted end to-end 
they would extend 7525 inches. That 
is, the string made by them would be 
nearly five times as high as Bunker 
Hill Monument and 2000 inches in ex- 
cess of the Washington Monument, one 
of the highest in the world. 

Then, again, the Journal columns 
contain about 2000 words. For the 
full paper that would mean 700,000 
words. Now the average novel con- 
tains about 100,000 words. Some of 
them run above those figures, others' 
fall below, but the total above given 
may be regarded as a fair medium. 

That being the case the purchaser of 
Monday’s Journal got what would equal 
seven full.novels. Ina way, this sug- 
gests the vast work in preparing the 
edition, as the mechanical work in- 
volved was the same as that in the pro- 
duction of seven average books, while 
the literary and journalistic labor was 
nearly as great.—Journal. 


Yankee Builders Win. 


Our Yankee locomotive builders have 
gained a signal victory in the Argen- 
tine Republic. The Department of 
Engineers of Buenos Ayres, in an of- 
ficial report, affirms the superiority of 
American over English locomotives 
and railway cars in potnt of general 
efficiency and convenience. Not only 
are American engines and cars less ex- 
pensive at the outset, but their dura- 
bility makes it possible to maintain 
them at less cost than European roll- 
ing stock, 
versal experience of foreigners who 
have had the opportunity to make 
comparisons. We sent 193 locomotives 
to Brazil in the past two years, 86 to 
Cuba, 34 to Mexico and 23 to Chili. 
Three more have just been sent to Bel- 
gium, two'to Sweden and six to Japan. 
The new railway from Jaffa to Jeru- 
salem is equipped with American mo- 
tive power.—Boston Journal.

And to this habit (after my character of 
integrity) I think it principally owing that 
I had early so much weight with my fellow- 
citizens when I proposed new institutions, 
or alterations in the old, and so much in- 
fluence in public councils when I became a 
member, for I was but a bad speaker, never 
eloquent, subject to much hesitation in my 
choice of words, hardly correct in language, 
and yet I generally carried my points.”

The Gold Reserve. 


There has been some consternation 
at Washington and in administration 
circles throughout the country, for a 
few days past, because Secretary Car- 
lisle has found it necessary to trench 
upon the gold reserve in his keeping, 
in order to hotor the demands made 
upon his department. The good sense 
of our business and banking magnates 
is a great bulwark, in such a ease. A 
few unscrupulous men of influence 
could easily have started a_ public 
alarm, which would have been disas- 
trous and far-reaching. This year, of 
all others for a decade past, ought to 
be the most prosperous for our national 
finances And for private trade; because 
the Columbian exposition will attract 
to our shores myriads of moneyed for- 
eigners and also keep at home those 
other myriads of wealthy Americans, 
who have a habit of running across the: 
Atlantic for six months and scattering’ 
their coin and bank-bills all over Eu- 
rope. This golden opportunity (in an‘ 
emphatic and literal sense) we should 
utilize to its best advantage; but if a 
panic should be inaugxvated early in 
the year, it might spoil all our roseate 
expectations. 

For this and other reasons, we com- 
mend the attitude of the commercial 
leaders, and of the politicians of every 
stripe, who have exerted their influence 
to calm pepular apprehension. “ Ofr 
gold reserve is very large and ample to 
respond to many drafts. It is be- 
lieved that the demand now made upon 
it does not represent a permanent drift 
against our fiscal interests. It may be 
compared to the momentary recession 
of the tide just before it makes a still 
mightier advance upon the strand. In 
six months, or even less, it will be for- 
gotten as an incident, or laughed at by 
those who now are a little nervous. 
Uncle Sam may not be “‘rich enough to 
give us all a farm,” as the old ditty 
used to allege; but he is certainly ina 
very sound and solvent condition, 
ready to pay one hundred cents on 
every dollar due to honest claimants, 
with a very pretty residue of loose 
change to jingle in his pockets, against 
any possible rainy day which the future 
may have in store. 


A Gentle Hint. 


Commissioner Blount does not seem 
to have covered himself with glory, in 
his visit of investigation at Honolulu. 
He has hauled down the American flag 
and disavowed the American protecto- 
rate... This has diggusted Minister 
Stevens and has aliengied some of the 
friends of the United States resident in 
the islands.

The 
business committee also reported the 
plan for a Congregational ministerial 
bureau, but the matter was laid upon the 
table.

Unity and Church Unity” proved in- 
tensely interesting, different phases of 
the subject being discussed by Revs. 
Keese of Lawrence, Oliphant of Methuen 
and Johnson of Lowell; 

From the annual statistical report the, 
following items are taken, During the 
year the South Church received 8 new 
members, the West Church 12, the Free 
Church 6, the Seminary 17, and the Union 
8. The number of removals has been: 
South Church 14, West Church 7, Free 
Chyrch 13, Seminary 17, Union 9. The 
average Sunday school attendance has 
been: South Church 160, West Church 90, 
Free Church 230, Seminary 85, Union 76; 
of these 19 have been added to the 
church. The benevolent collections of 
the Sunday Schools have been: South 
Church, $278; West Church, $64; Free 
Church, $27; Seminary, $80. The Y. P.

Mrs. Chickering was born upon the eg.

Miss Sarah Jean McMurphy first a. 
to Andover in 1833, as a school teacher 
and becoming acquainted with Mr. Jacob 
Chickering, was married to him in Lon. 
donderry by the Rev. John R. Adams 
November 26, 1835. The wedding party 
came to Andover in sleighs to the now 
Grosvenor house, on Essex Street, which 
house Mr, Chickering had built, A few 
years after he built the present Chicker- 
ing homestead, on Essex Street, where 
together they have lived to round out a 
half century of wedded life. He died in 
March 1887. 

Mr. Chickering will be remembered by 
the older citizens of Andover as one of 
the leading business men of his day; a 
man of great energy, will, and force of 
character. As Mr, Chickering was al- 
ways active in town affairs, aid a public- 
spirited citizen, so Mrs. Chickering was 
always ready to assist him in such ways 
as she could. They were both members 
of the South Church, Mrs. Chickering 
was first a member of the Presbyterian 
Church at Londonderry, and removed 
herconnection to the South Church in 
1837. 

She was for many years an active social 
influence in Andover, and was President 
at one time of the Ladies’. Temperance 
Society in inits palmy days. 

Many of the older families may recall 
her asia willing watcher by the bedside 
of the sick, when friends and neighbors 
used voluntarily to give such aid. 

She was the oldest active member of 
the Maternal Association: of the South 
Church, always attended if health per- 
mitted. She was decidedly a daily bible 
reader, and the bible and hymns made up 
most of her later reading. 

Brought up in an old-fashioned Pres- 
byterian home, she had spent her child- 
hood Sabbaths in “memorizing scripture 
and Watts’ hymns of the old hymn- 
book. 

Daily so long as she could read or hear 
reading, she was desirous of recalling 
this knowledge. During her sickness.she 
liked to repeat the Lord’s prayer, with 
others. Long afterall power of speech 
had apparently failed her, she would re- 
peat with another the familiar prayer. 

Her last whispered utterances were a 
part of this prayer that she had learned 
in childhood and had repeated at the 
stated meeting at the country school- 
house where the dominie ‘came to cate- 
chize the children.

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DOCTORS MYSTIFIED 


By the Singular Case of Little Nellie 
Russell, 


She Has Been Asleep For a Week, But 
Takes Nourishment, and Is Apparently 


Free From Pain. 


PEABODY, Mass., April 25.—Pretty little 
¢year-old Nellie Russell has been sleeping 
soundly for a week, and the medical fra- 
ternity which is at work onthe case ure 
both alarmed and puzzled. They do not 
know what to make of the situation,as the 
child was perfectly healthy previous to a 
week ago, and the first thing which at- 
tracted the attention of the physicians was 
the fact that she was asleep. 

The cause of the longsleep is thought by 
the attendant physicians, Drs. Foster and 
Frost, to be a low form of meningitis, but 
the outcome is wholly problematical, al 
though the child may live. They claim the 
case differs from others of a similar natwe 
in that the child does not suffer and has 
no convulsions or other evidences of the 
disease, except the long ask 

Mr. Russell is a young ~man and works 
at Rust’s factory in Peabody. He told 
the reporter that the little girl was per- 
fectly healthy previous to thg. peculiar at- 
tack, : 


The reporter was permitted to enter 
the bedroom where the speechless child 
lay. There, propped upon a pillow, lay 
the still form of achildsome 4 years old, 
and, except for a small still breathing, one 

Might Think She Were Dead. 

“Her eyes are open now,’ said her 
father. “Something that has not hap- 
pened for days.” 

With these words he stooped down, and 
putting his mouth close to the littie one’s 
ears said: ‘Who is speaking to the baby 
now?” The glassy stare of the child’s 


‘eyes never moved, nor could it be observed 


that she heard, but her tiny lips articu- 
lated with difficulty and very low: ‘Papa 
Russell,’’ and that was all. 

“She lays in whatever position we place 
her and does not move a muscle, although 
she gives out a kind of gasp or moan as if 
she were suffering or experienced diffi 
culty in drawing her breath, yet the doc- 
tors assure me she is not suffering at all,” 
said Mr. Russell. 

While the father was talking a little fel- 
low, probably two years of age, toddled 
into the room and stood staring gravely at 
the reporter. 

Mr. Russell explained that he had ex- 
perienced a very sudden loss eight months’ 
ago inthe death of his wife; then little 
Willie became very ill and was given up 
as a hopeless case by the doctors. No 
sooner had he recovered than little Nellie 
was taken with this strange disease. 

Little Nellie is reported by all the neigh- 
bors, far and near, by whom she is fondly 
regarded,as a sweet and winsome child,an:' 
was born May 31, 1889,in the same room 
where she is now lying in a state that 

Cannot Be Determined, 

and that puzzles the city physicians. She 
first complained of a headache and re- 
quested that a wet cloth be tied about her 
head and she be put to bed. This was 
seven days ago, and she has lain upon the 
bed in the same- position, except when 
moved, and apparently suffering no actual 
pain. 

Her temperature has been a little high. 
but not much more than normal, and Drs. 
Foster and Frost claim she is insensible to 
pain and that a finger could be cut off 
without her feeling it. Nourishment in 
the form of milk and beef tea is given her, 
which she swallows when put into: her 
mouth with a spoon, without any difficulty.

When the Buffalo Disappeared. 

In 1876 Fort Benton aloné sent 89,000 
buffalo hides to market. In 1883 two 
carloads were shipped from Dickinson, 
North Dakota. In 1884 Fort Benton 
sent none at all. In 1879 a little band 
of the animals were known to be graz- 
ing near Fort Totten, on Devil Lake, 
North Dakota, and it is believed that 
these animals furnished the two carloads 
of robes which came eastward to St. 
Paul from Dickinson in 1883. This was 
the last year of the buffalo—1888. A 
herd, numbering perhaps 80,000, crossed 
the Yellowstone river in that year and 
went north toward the British line. 
“They never came back,” is the pitiful 
refrain which one hears from the In- 
dians along the border from Winnipeg 
in Manitoba to St. Mary’s Lakes in Al- 
berta. 

No, they never came back while rid- 
ing with the officers of the Nanadian 
mounted police through Alberta, they 
told me the story of this last year of the 
buffalo, but it was never told twice alike 
by any two men, for a strange mystery 
seems to hang over the closing scene of 
the great crime which annihilated the 
mighty herds.—Hamlin Russell in Har- 
per’s.

Month after month went by, and every 
succeeding month saw a letter disappear. 
Hewitt noticed it, and then he would 
not allow them to be replaced. After 
over 10 months of sickness, and when 10 
of the letters had disappeared Dr. Tom 
got an extra severe spell of illness and 
died. The morning after his death I 
visited the house and noticed as I passed 
in that the last letter was gone.”—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Noise Brom a Toad. 

It is a: matter of common observation 
that the loudest sounds are not always 
made by the largest animals. The roar 
of the lion exceeds in sonorousness the 
cry of the elephant. Any one who had 
only heard without seeing a bullfrog 
might well suppose that its fearful voiee 
breaking the silence of the night must 
certainly come from the throat of an an- 
imal of formidable dimensions, 

But perhaps the most remarkable case 
of vocal power in an animal is that re- 
lated by a recent traveler in the high- 
lands of Borneo. He was informed by 
natives that they had heard a tiger roar- 
ing in the neighborhood. Such news is 
always startling to a stranger in the jun- 
gles of the east and hardly less so to the 
natives. 

Aninvestigation was accordingly set on 
foot, which resulted in the discovery 
that the alarming roars had been’emitted 
by a toad! This toad of Borneo, how- 
ever, was by no means an ordinary mem- 
ber of the family. It measured no less 
than 14} inches around the body. 

That the natives should not have rec- 
ognized the true source of. the sound 
shows that the existence of such toads 
was either unknown to them, or that, at 
any rate, they had never discovered the 
remarkable vocal capabilities of the ani- 
mals.—Youth’s Companion.

It isa fact and one that may not be 
generally known that the United States 
government label placed on every box of 
imported cigars sold in the United States 
bears a fine stéel plate engraving of the 
steamer City of Washington, a sister 
ship of the ill*’fated City of Boston. In 
the year 1861 the City of Washington, 
then plying between New York and 
Liverpool, covered the passage to the 
westward in January in 14 days 15 hours; 
April, 12 days 21 hours; May, 18 days 21 
hours; July, 13 days; August, 18 days; 
September, 13 days 20,hours, and De- 
;cember, 15 days 10 hours. 

In December, 1862, she made the trip 
from Sandy Hook to Queenstown in what 
was then the remarkably fast time of 9 
days 19hours and 30seconds, The City 
of London made several passages to'the 
eastward in 1863 and 1864 in less than 11 
days.—New York World.
